Mrs. Tickner became ill shortly 
after her eight-year-old son, Alex 
M, Tickner, Jr., returned home 
from Doctors' Hospital, dismissed 
after doctors there disagreed about 
diagnosis. "Sandy" was taken ill 
three weeks ago, but came home 
after it was decided he "definitely 
did not have polio." His mother 
remained with him all the time he 
was in the hosptal. Saturday she 
herself fell ill, and on Tuesday 
night she was taken to Delaware 
County Hospital. Her husband, late

HOSPITAL VIEWPOINT: 



Two Local Hospitals Believe They Are Meeting 
Minimum Wage and Ho ur Standards for Nurses 



LOWER MERION STAR 



Editor's Note: This is the first of 
a series of articles on nursing 
conditions and wages in this sub- 
urban area. This gives the hos- 
pital's viewpoint. Next week's 
article wllL deal with the nurses' 
viewpoint. 

Hospitals in this area, are fac- 
ing the demands of the Pennsyl- 
vania State Nurses' Association on 
minimum wages, expressed confi- 
dence this week that their pay 
scales already meet requested stan- 
dards. 

Delaware County Hospital, pro- 
ducing figures, showed how its 
wages stack up beside those of the 
professional nurses' association 
scales. Bryn Mawr Hospital de- 
clined to give figures but claimed 
its staff was "happy and well sat- 
isfied." 

The association, in a release from 
Harrlsburg headquarters, asked 
$180 per month for staff nurses, 
$205 for head nurses and $230 for 
supervisors, to go into effect Oc- 
tober 1 Also asked was a 44-hour 
work week, six paid holidays and 
21 days vacation, 
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"These standards still do not 
equal those "already in effect In 
New York, or even in Veterans 
Administration hospitals In our 
own state," reported Letitia Wil- 
son, R. N., president. "These fig- 
ures are as conservative as poss- 
ible." 

Charles S. Paxson, Jr., supervisor 
of Delaware County Hospital, who 
is also president of the Philadelphia 
Hospital Association, said that Del- 
aware County pays a minimum $120 
for staff nurses. 

"This is only part of the picture, 
however," he pointed out. "It 
would be hard to figure three meals 
a day at less than $50 or $60 dollars 
a month; impossible to rent a room 
under $25— if one could be had. 
Laundering uniforms, at 50 cents a 
uniform and only two a week, 
comes to at least $8. That way, the 
figure goes over $200. But— and 
this is little understood, also — if 
we paid that figure, an additional 
$40 a month in income tax would 
be deducted. On that basis, we 



feel we ' are paying reasonable 
wages." 

Paxson also said that nurses at 
Delaware County -Hospital have 
worked a 45 hour week for five 
years. " 

He joined other hospital officials 
in the belief that a 40 hour week— 
which the association hopes to see 
enforced by 1948 — is an utter im- 
possibility. . 

The nursing staff at Delaware 
County is full, no nurse has too 
many patients to care for properly, 
be said, and they do not look for 
any difflrulty over wages in the 
near future. ' , 

"One of the things which you 
must remember," he said, "is that 
25 percent of the cost of hospital- 
ization is in nursing care. If wages 
go up, the public will pay the dif- 
ference. In the last six years, ac- 
cording to a recent survey by the 
Philadelphia ijospltal Association, 
nurses wages have risen 100 per- 
cent I agree that 'this is a good

Council Beset 
With Complaints 
From Residents 

' Claim Burning Embers, 
Black Smoke, Odors 
Engulf Homes 

Smoke from incinerators of 
apartment buildings in Narberth 
brought a cloud of complaints to 
Borough Council at its regular 
meeting Monday night. 

Several residents, who live in the 
immediate vicinity of two of the 
apartments, stated that burning 
bits of paper, black slmoke and ob- 
noxious odors engulfed their homes 
every day and had done so for 
years. 

George B. Suplee, Borough build- 
ing inspector, stated that during 
the past several months both he 
and the fire chief had made re- 
peated inspections of the buildings. 
The trouble is caused, he stated, 
by the fact that the buildings are 
equipped with only one incinerator, 
built to handle only paper, but 
which is being used to burn all . 
trash and garbage discarded by the 
tenants. 

He also pointed out that he had 
sent a letter to one of the apart- 
ment managers stating that grates 
on the incinerator of his building 
were worn and would have to be 
replaced, 

Suplee stated that he had gone 
as far as he could in the matter 
without councilmanic ruling on the 
matter of garbage collection for the 
apartments. 

According to an old agreement 
reached between the apartment 
managers and members of Coun- 
cil, the Borough is not required to 
collect the garbage from the build- 
ings, a factor instrumental in low- 
ering the assessment of the apart- 
ments. 

Henry A. Frye, Borough solicitor, 
pointed out that if the building 
managers were ordered to stop 
burning garbage in the incinerators 
and have no other means of djs- 
posal, the Borough will be forced 
to collect the garbage and hold the 
apartment liable for costs. 

Another solution, suggested by 
Suplee, would be for the apartment 
houses to install a second incinera- 
tor for the express purpose of burn- 
ing the garbage. f 

Letters, signed by Suplee, were 
sent out this' week to the apart- 
ment managers, notifying them 
that the garbage-burning must stop 
and of the action the Borough will 
take if the notice is not heeded.

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CHOOSING A CAREER

When the time arrives for an 
individual to choose the type of 
■work he wishes to do there are 
several things to be considered, 
chief among which are perhaps: 

1. Requirements of the field, re- 
garded especially In terms of per- 
sonal traits. 

2. Instrumentalities affecting en- 
try upon a field of endeavor. 

3. Opportunities in the chosen 

field. 

In contemplating these three fac- 
tors applicability thereof will be 
taken relative to the electronic 
field, this being comprised of ra- 
dio reception and transmission, 
sound recording, television and in- 
dustrial applicatoins. 

Objectively the first point raised 
should bring out such factors as 
ability of an individual to work with 
his and and his possession of pa- 
tience, self-confidence and individ- 
ualism, since these would consti- 
tute, ordinarily, adequate qualifica- 
tions for work In most phases of 
the field. 

Under the second point appear 
considerations of a largely per- 
sonal nature such as one's resources 
education and the time devotable 
to further study. Noteworthy here 
is that practically all state col- 
leges and universities now carry 
courses in electronics; some public

and vocational shcools do likewise; 
while many trade schools are given 
over wholly to general or special- 
ized training in electronics. 

Considering the opportunities in 
the electronic field they are gen- 
erally regarded as exceplonally 
good. Factors rendering such the 
case are the newness of the field; 
its rapidly expanding nature, and 
the numerous potential applications 
which have yet to be thoroughly 
investigated, stemming therefrom. 
The employment aspect, though dif- 
ficult of ' precise evaluation, cer- 
tainly appears promising. Support- 
ing, in part, these optimistic ob- 
servations is the fine record com- 
piled by the radio industry alone 
during the past quarter century. 
Activity in radio, it may be re- 
called, did not decline appreciably 
during the depression period of the 
early 30'«. Growth of the industry 
during the recent war has caused 
ils Influence to be felt directly or 
indirectly by all major industries. 
Television which aad lain dormant 
until recently is now beglnnng to 
blossom forth, due chefly to devel- 
opments incident to military needs. 
Indeed industrial reports released to 
newspapers have led to the infer- 
ence that nearly four million per- 
sons will be engaged in television 
work within the next ten years.
